PEACE ASSURED. 
PASSAGE OF THE ARBITRATION MEASURE. 
Special Dispatch 40 The Tribune. 

WaSsaineron, D. C., Jan. 26.—The peace bill 
passed the House about 6 o’clock this tvening, 
by a vote of 191 ayes to 86 nays, considerably 
more than two-thirds. Thus the passage of the 
most important bill ever enacted by the Amer- 
ican Congress is assured. There was no such 
remarkable parliamentary struggle over the bill 
as there was in the Senate. It has been appar- 
ent that the bill would pass the House by an 
overwhelming majority. The oppositioa was 
perhaps not less conscientious, carnest, and de- 
termined than inthe Senate, but the odds 
were too great to warrant even a show 
of resistance, and the opposition was many and 
patriotic enough to interpose no objection to a 
final vote beyond such as they considered neces- 
sary to insure the minority suitable time for 
debate: It must be said to the credit of those 
who opposed the bill that they 

OFFERED NO FACTIOUS OPPOSITION, 
and did not resort to the parliamentary tactics 
by which, had they been so disposed, they could 
have delayed the passage beyond the time desig- 
natedin the bill for the organization of the 
grand tribunal. 

The scene in the House wasthe most notable of 
the session. The House reconvened at 10 o’clock. 
The debate continued from that hour until 5 
o’clock, interrupted only by a technical adjourn- 
ment at 12 o’clock and the Chaplain's prayer 
with which the legislative day of Friday began. 
The debate for the most part was 

PROSY AND DULL ENOUGH, 
but there were a few speeches which command- 
ed attention partly by their intrinsic importance, 
and partly by their humor, and there were a few 
speakers who were listened to in profoundest si- 
lence more for the sake of the speakers them- 
selves than on account of what they 
had to say. The galleries were a dense 
mass; the corridors were crowded, and be- 


-hind the members’ desks there was a narrow 


fringe of human faces. There were numerous 
allusions to the possibilities of a civil war should 
the bill fail, but it was noticeable that these ap- 
prehensions were gererally deprecated by mem- 
bers from the South. Those seeméd to fear war 
most, and spoke most of it, who had the least 
to do with the last one. 
LAMAR’S SPEECH 
commanded universal attention, as all of his 
speeches do. He found no trouble with the 
constitutionality of the bill, and approved it 
with earnestness and sincerity. There was a 
little sensation when he wandered away from 
the discussion of the bill to consider the rela- 
tions of the Democratic party North and South 
prior to the Rebellion. He denied that the 
Southern. Democracy had expected aid from 
the Democracy of the North, and said the 
Southern people had brought all their ills upon 
themselves, believing that they were fighting 
for a just, holy cause. They had learned the 
lesson once for always.

tired of exciting the passions of the people, ap- 
peared in the role of a peacemaker, and coun- 
seled support of the bill. He drew a doleful 
picture of the result if the bill should fail, yet 
even in that contingency he confessed to a dis- 
belief in a civil war. By this confession he has 
shown the sincerity of his recent threats. His

Speaking of the South, 
he referred with some pride to what he called 
the proofs that his people are for peace and 
prosperity under the flag of an undivided coun- 
try: He was congratulated for his speech, and 
congratulated still more a few moments after- 
wards when announcing his election 
to the Senate were received. Hill, by his course 
this session, has won the respect of the House.

FINE POINTS. 

The chief danger to Hayes lies, according to 
some, in the Oregon returns, and, according to 
others, in the Florida returns. There is not as 
much fear of the Louisiana vote, because it is 
believed that the legal powers and jurisdiction 
of the Returning Board in that State are unas- 
sailable; but itis not clear that the Florida 
Board did not travel outside of its authority.

The announcement of the election of Bux 
Hitz to the United States Senate by the 
Georgia Legislature after a stubborn contest 
for the place will be received more com- 
placently by the American people now than 
it would have been some months ago. The 
debate in the early part of the last session on 
the Amnesty bill, and the fierce assault of 
Mr. Bam, drew out from HA. immoderate 
expressions which gained for him a reputa- 
tion as the representative of the unrepentant 
Rebel. But the caucus consultations of the 
Democrats in the early part of the present 
session, when the Northern doughfaces were 
howling for wah, gave Mr. Hix. an oppor- 
tunity to remove this impression by his mod- 
erate counsels and by the repeated declara- 
tion that he and his constituents had come 
back to the Union to stay, and did not pro- 
pose to do any more rebelling or fighting. 
Of course the batteries of the old secession- 
ists were opened upon Huu, and it was 
freely predicted that this display of conserv- 
atism would defeat him for the United States 
Senate, for which he was known to be a can- 
didate. His triumph under these cireum- 


‘stances reflects credit upon the State of 


Georgia, and it may be accepted as another 
notice to the wah Democrats of the North 
that the Southern people intend to hold off 
in the next fight until their Northern allies 
take the initiative, and prefer not to fight at 
all. 


ELECTING A PRESIDENT. 

The passage of the Arbitration bill by 
Corgress offers the means of extrication 
from a very complicated entanglement long 
foreseen, often predicted, and at last an act- 
ual, present reality. In 1800 the old system 
of voting for President resulted in a crisis 
which threatened the termmation of the 
young Republic. There were a few men 
at that day who rose above party considera- 
tions, and to their patriotism the country 
owed its escape from a wreck, and the Con- 
gress, impressed with the sense of public 
danger, promptly provided, by a constitu- 
tional measure, against a recurrence of that 
event in that form. But the change in the 
Constitution left the country exposed to 
perils not then foreseen. Fifty years ago, 
Chancellor Kent, in his cOmmentaries on 
the Constitution, as if possessed of the gift 
of prophecy, wrote as follows on the sub- 
ject of Presidential elections : 

The mode of his appointment presented one of 
the most difficult and importan: questions that oc- 
cupied the deliberations of the assembly which 
framed the Constitution; and if ever the tran- 
quillity of this nation is to be disturbed and its 
liberties endangered by a struggle for power, it 
will be upon this very subject of the choice of a 
President. This is the question that is eventually 
to test the goodness and try the strength of the 
Constitution, and if we shall be able for half a 
century hereafter to continue to elect the Chic? 
Magistrate of the Union with discretion, modera- 
tion, and integrity, we shall undoubtedly stamp 
the highest value on our national character. 

The country is just now passing through 
the crisis thus foreseen, and the test of the 
goodness and strength of our Constitution is 
in the passage of this Arbitration bill, and 
the consequent avoidance of the threatened 
calamity. But this measure, however satis- 
factory as a temporary expedient, will not 
eure the radical defects in the present sys- 
tem ofelecting the President. These must 
be cured by an amendment of the Constitu- 
tion which will be permanent, until, in the 
progress of time, other changes will be re- 
quired. 

Some of the defects of the present system 
are: 1. The useless machinery of the Elect- 
oral Colleges, with all the liabilities to fraud 
in their appointment, fraud and corruption 
in their voting, and errors and illegalities in 
their proceedings. 2. The injustice of the 
election of Presidents by the majorities of 
the popular votes in States, leading to cor- 
ruption in the elections by offering to a few 
voters the opportunity of electing both 
President and Vice-President. 3. The 
stifling of the voice of the minority in a ma- 
jority of States in the choice of President. 


An amendment to the Constitution must 
be ratified by the Legislatures of three- 
fourths of the several States, and it is not 
likely that the smaller States will ever volun- 
tarily surrender their Senatorial representa- 
tion in the vote for President, nor is it likely 
that they will ever consent to have the Presi- 
dent elected by the aggregate vote of the 
whole people. The voting by States, there- 
fore, will have to be retained, but this does 
not include the retaining of the present sys- 
tem of voting through the agency of Electors 
appointed for that purpose. It has been re- 
peatedly proposed that Electors be appointed 
as Congrersmen are,—by election in single 
districts,—but this would place it in the power

We have 
read all the schemes that have been proposed

man in every State its full weight in deter- 
mining the choice for President. Briefly 
stated, that plan is as follows: Each State 
shall have, as now, as many votes for Presi- 
dent as it has Senators and Representatives 
in Congress; that at the election each voter 
shall vote directly for a candidate for Presi- 
dent and for Vice-President; that this vote 
shall be returned and canvassed by the State 
authority as it is now for State officers ; that 
the aggregate vote polled for all candidates 
for President be divided by the number of 
votes for President to which each State is 
entitled, and the quotient will be the ratio of 
popular vote to a vote for President. The 
Governor, therefore, has nothing to do but 
to ascertain the number of votes to which 
each candidate is entitled from that State. 
Thus, at the late election, New York gave 
Tux thirty-five votes, Indiana gave Tu- 
pEN fifteen votes, while Pennsylvania gave 
Hares twenty-nine votes, California six 
votes, Wisconsin ten votes, and Vermont five 
votes. The popular Electoral votes of these

The Republican majority of less than 
3,000 controlled the whole six votes of Cal- 
ifornia ; the Democratic majority of 5,000 in 
Indiana controlled the whole fifteen votes of 
that State; the nearly half-million Repub- 
licans in New York had no voice in the 
Electoral vote of that State, while the Dem- 
ocrats of Pennsylvania and Wisconsin were 
excluded in like manner. It is to be expect- 
ed that in large States like New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, and Indiana, and other 
States, the popular vote will always be so 
close that frauds to the extent of 4,000 to 
8,000 votes may change the whole Electoral 
vote of one of these States and determine 
the election of a President. The transfer of 
the Electoral vote of one of these States 
from one candidate to another offers a con- 
stant temptation to frand and corruption, 
the colonization and Importation of voters, 
and the other crimes against honest elections. 
So long as a bare majority of the popular 
vote controls the entire Electoral vote of the 
State, it will afford an inducement for vio- 
lence and intimidation in the Seuthern 
States, when, if the contest was reduced to 
the mere majority of the Electoral vote, 
there would be no such inducement. Had 
this plan been in operation at the recent 
election, the votes of the Southern @ ites 
would have been divided somewhat fol- 
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votes and Hares 19, of which the 8 of 
Louisiana and the 4 of Florida are disputed 
and denied. But, had this rule been in opera- 
tion, the inducement for violence and bull- 
dozing would have been out of the way, a 
full vote would have been had, and the Re- 
publicans would be entitled, beyond what 
we have given them, to at least five addition- 
al votes in Alabama, Georgia, Mississippi, 
and South Carolina. In like manner the 
Democrats would have obtained additional 
votes at the North. But the elament of fraud 
would be largely eliminated from the elec- 
tions for President, because in nearly every 
State the contest would be for the odd vote 
or two votes which would pertain to the 
majority of the popular vote. Every Demo- 
erat in Vermont, Massechusetts, Iowa, IIli- 
nois, and Ohio would have his vote counted 
in the general result, just as every Repub- 
lican vote would be counted for President in 
Indiana, New Jersey, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Georgia, and Missouri. The machinery of 
election-returas would be reduced to the sim- 
plest form. Somebody must be trusted in 
the end. The State officers, or the Gov- 
ernor, directly responsible to the people, or 
such persons as may be trusted by the people 
of a State to canvass the vote for State 
officers, can be designated to make the com- 
putation of votes and certify the result. In 
no State could the contest apply to the whole 
Electoral vote, and therefore the possibility 
of the general result being determined by 
the vote of any one State would be reduced 
toaminimum. We think that the more this 
plan is considered the more it will commend 
itself to the country, at least until some 
other and better one is proposed.

ported for the year 1876 is 9,092, with ag- 
gregate liabilities amounting to $191,117,786, 
and average liabilities of $21,020; in 1875, 
there were only 7,740 failures, but the 
average liabilities were $25,960 ; in 1874, the 
total failures were 5,830, and the average 
liabilities $26,627. It will be noticed that, 
while the number of failures has increased 
steadily since 1872, the average liabilities 
have decreased. < This may be explained in 
two or three ways. There are still large 
numbers of firmg doing business who 
were too seriously affected by the 
panic and shrinkage in prices to 
warrant their continuation, and their affairs 
must be wound up sooner or later; but the 
firms that were spread out the most suc- 
cumbed some time since, while those that 
have held on have reduced their liabilities. 
Hence, while the actual number of failures 
has increased, the amount of liabilities 
which the failures represent has been ma- 
terially reduced. The facilities of the bank- 
rupt court are likewise to be held responsi- 
ble for a large part of the increase in num- 
bers. It is notorious that the Bankrupt law 
and the general practice thereunder have 
encouraged fraudulent failures in large num- 
bers, and served asa means to enable many 
debtors to comprumise obligations and settle 
with creditors when they were able to pay 
dollar for dollar. 

The showing for the past year contains 
many encouraging features for the prospect- 
ive business of the United States. The 
best attainable statistics show the fail- 
ures in Canada during the year to have 
been one out of every thirty-two firms doing 
business, and average liabilities of $14,767, 
while the failures of the United States are 
only 1 in every 62, or about half as many in 
proportion. The failures in England in 1875 
were 1 in every 36 firms, with average liabil- 
ities of $87,870, which indicates that the de- 
pression has been more serious across the 
water than amongus. In the United States 
there is a great difference in the amount of 
failures reported from different sections. 
Thus in the New England States, the fail- 
ures were 1 in 59, with average liabilities of 
$28,628 ; in the Middle States they were 1 in 
57, with average liabilities of $24,800; while 
in the Western States the failures were 
only 1 in 72, or nearly one-third less, with 
average liabilities of only $16,843, or nearly 
one-half less. There could scarcely be a 
better evidence of the superior resources of 
the Western States, which is explained main- 
ly by the fact that their production is of the 
kind which the world demands and must 
have in hard times as well as good ‘times. 

The comparative statistics really present a 
promising outlook for the current year, 
which will be materially brightened by the 
Br ee of the political troubles. Not- 
withstanding the serious apprehension that 
has grown out of the Presidential dispute, 
the failures during the last quarter of the 
‘year 1876 were 20 per cent less than those 
of the corresponding period of 1875, and the 
amount of liabilities not one-half as large ; so, 
too, the failures for the last quarter were 
considerably less than those of the previous 
quarter in the same year. This indicates 
pretty certainly, along with the better feel- 
ing that prevailed before the political com- 
plication paralyzed business, that the turn- 
ing-point has come, and that only peace and 
quiet in public affairs are necessary to per- 
mit a restoration of confidence and a 
general revival of trade. This outlook 
is further confirmed by the increase of pur 
exports and the decrease of our imports,— 
showing an increased production and de- 
creased extravagance. All our products 
needed abroad—cotton, grain, sugar, tobac- 
co, gold, and silver—have been more prolific 
thanever. The present winter will be favor- 
able for the fall crops, and the good roads 
which the snow has given will make the 
country trade much livelier the coming 
spring than it was last year. At same 
time, prices have generally touched bottom ; 
even the resumption of specie-payment 
would not affect them very much, and the 
tendency will probably be upward from that 
time. Fortunately, tte political troubles 
have not depreciated the national currency 
nor the Government credit, ard all the con- 
ditions are favorable to a healthful reaction 
after the definite settlement of the Presi- 
dential contest. 
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“PUT YOURSELF IN HIS PLACE” 

This is an excellent motto, in politics as well 
as elsewhere, for present as well as for past 
times. Not only does it conform to the most 
rigid moral principle which any one could 
suggest, being a condensed statement of the 
famous Golden Rule, but it contains a world 
of practical wisdom. No statesman can be 
sagacious unless he practice according to its 
direction. For what a statesman needs, in 
addition to guiding principles, is an accurate 
knowledge of the circumstances in which he 
will be called to act. These can never be 
undesstood simply in the light of one’s 
own ‘opinions and wishes, or of those 
of a single party, any more than 
a varied pe can de fully 
seen from even the best single point. A 
wise General begins, of course, with a study 
of his own position, army, and resources. 
But that is only half his anxiety. He says 
to himself: ‘‘There is my antagonist, with 
his forces. Let me put myself in his place 
and consider what I should be likely to do 
at the head of his army, and with the oppor- 
tunities which apparently offer. 
can thus penetrate his plans.” No General 
is fit for his responsible position who fails to

Here is the source of the opposition which 
certain politicians offer to the so-called com-

of the nation. In fact, each of these opin- 
ionated men has back of him three or four 
million voters, deeply interested in the re- 
sult, and with no meams of judging of the 
facts but the statements published in the 


papers. 

How can a sagacious, statesmanlike Re- 
pubiican ignore this firm Democratic judg- 
ment, and act as if it did not exist, or as if 
it had no plausible reasons to offer? Let him 
put himself in a Democrat’s place, and ask 
what he would demand, with such a belief, 
and backed by such numbers. Let him con- 
sider, also, the impossibility of changing 
that opinion, in the present excitement, and 
with the testimony and the reports of Con- 
ggessional Committees diametrically conflict- 
ing. Let him farther reflect that the nation 
has but recently emerged from a well-nigh 
fatal civil conflict, the passionate effect of 
which has not yet subsided, and that the 
present contested election has unfortunate 
incidental connection with the sectional dif- 
ferences on which that war hinged. 

After such a survey of the political field 
and the perplexing circumstances of the case, 
he will be less inclined; we think, to adopt 
the policy of riding rough-shod over op- 
ponents, as though his own judgment were 
infallible and nothing were due to the dis- 
sent of half the nation. He will learn not a 
little by thus putting himself in a Demo- 
crat’s place, and looking for a while through 
his eyes. And then it will be fitting to 
notice that the business of the country is at 
a pause, till this new danger shall have been 
averted. The long, dark days ot the panic” 
have come nearly to an end, hope is in every 
heart, a readiness to emgage in new enter- 
prises is beginning to manifest itself, 
but no prudent capitalist will stir till 
the political cloud shall pass away. In 
Europe, too, our good name is once more at 
stake on our ability to weather a fresh storm 
from an unexpected quarter, and to rise 
superior to the difficulties which have been 
fatal to Mexico and South America. They 
will have faith in our people, in our institu- 
tions, and in our various enterprises, when 
they see us emerge safely from these compli- 
cations, We know of a large railway loan 
negotiktsd abroad for an enterprise impor- 
tant to this city, the papers of which wait to 
be signed till this Presidential contest is 
terminated. As, therefore, no hope exists 
that a purely party course can be wisely and 
safely taken, it becomes each patriot to con- 
sent to such a special arrangement to meet 
the emergency as shall satisfy the reasonable 
men of both parties. The proposed measure 
is of such a character m its relation to 
present circumstances, and promises a peace- 
ful solution of the complicated problem. 
We have no doubt that Congress will enact 
what the nation demands.

Yesterday was a day never to be forgotten by 
the citizens of our neighboring towa of Webb 
City. It was a rehearsal of old war times, when 
haifadozen drunken desperadoes took pos- 
session of a town aud for a time created con- 
stcrnation among all law-abiding citizens. The 
trouble yesterday originated from one Messic 
shooting his revolver in the streets and being 
arrested and placed in the Webb City calaboose. 
His friends determined to release him, and, 
after fully arming themselves, did so, and after 
getting full of whisky concluded to clean out 
the town. The names of the o¢s who 
undertook the job were Bud Biunt, Jonn Blunt, 
dim Powell, Joe Hudson, and Messic, all of 
whom were working inthe Webb City mines 
and have long been known as men of the worst 
character. y were armed with the latest 
improved firearms, and knew how to handle 
them. A friend, who was an eye-witness to the 
whole affair, has been kind enough to send us 
the —— particulars regarding the battle of 
yes v: 

A body of six armed men, full ot trouhje and 
forty-yard whisky, said to have hailed from the 
sequestered town of Carterville, entered Webb 
City this afternoon and created a sensation by 
riding up and down the street threatening de- 
struction to whoever opposed them. They talk- 
ed loud and brandished their arms freely. The 
streets were soon cleared, and as no person 
wished to come im contact with these ruffians 
they, for a time, had possession of the town, 
and ran things pretty much their own way. One 
of tnem struck a citizen, who happened to ex- 
pose himself on the street, across the fate, at 
the same time presenting a revolver at his — 
alter which he ran across the street and jum 
through an open window into the Sovtt House, 
creating a consternation among the inmates, 
and chasing the women about the house, who 
set up a terrible screaming. The others hearing 
this hurriedly dismounted from tneir horses, 
and with drawn revolvers entered the house. 
One of them struck Mr. Scott, an elderly man 
and proprietor of the house, gashing head 
quite severcly. They then left the house and 
mounted their horses again, and after galloping 
up and down the streets, yelling like a band of 
Comanche Indians, took their departure for 
— native town, the classic shades of Carter- 
ville. 

Since writing the above, one of their number 
returned, and our Marsha!, who, with the assist- 
ance of some of our citizens, had in the mean- 
time nized for the protection of the town, 
— — least the contents of half-a-dozeu 
shot-quns at him. He returned the fire twice, 
then took fight, thinking, undoubtedly, that 
this was the best means to save his worthless 
carcass from being bored through with buck- 
shot. 

At the present time, 5 o’clock p. m., our boys 
are making good tions for the ruffians, 
expecting they will return under cover of dark- 
ness. 

LaTER.—The desperadoes returned sooner 
than was anticipated. One of their number, 
howeyer, did not come with them. He was 
wounded quite severely, having been shot in the 
shoulder, also in the side, and it is reported that 
he is badiy wounded. 

The balance, five of them, under shelter of 
the buildings, commenced s regular battle, and 
the fi became general, and lasted until quite 
dark. The Marshal and a large number of 
armed citizens took part in protecting the city, 
and the streets were entirely deserted, saye by 
those who were engaged in the battle.

INFLUENCE OF COMMERCE. 

In the late work on “ The Races of Men, and 
Their Geographical Distribution,” by Oscar 
Peschel, one of the most interesting sections is 
that which treats of the influence of commerce 
on the local distribution of nations. It is the 
existence of coveted treasures in or on the soil, 
so the author argues, that has in all ages 
tempted adventurous navigators to explore un- 
known regions, and thereby open the way for 
settlers to follow and found colonies. Hum- 
boldt has stated, in the second volume of “ Kos- 
mos, that, were it not for the influence of 
Martin Pinzon wer Columbus, inducing bim to 
change the course of his little fleet southward, 
he would have landed in Florida instcad of the 
Bahamas, and the United States, in place of 
Central America, would have been peopled by 
Spaniards, and consequently its ethnographical 
features have been entirely different from what 
they now are. Prof. Peschel opposes to this 
proposition the statement that the Spaniards 
were bent upon the search for gold in their 
voyages to the New World, and all territories 
which did not yield the precious metal were 
pronounced by them worthless. 

As such the domains of the United States 
were characterized on the charts of the Spanish 
discoverers, and were accordingly left unappro- 
priated. The agricultural colonies established 
by the English and French on the coasts of the 
United States, in the sixteenth century, per- 
ished of starvation. They could provide no 
article of export with which to maintain com- 
merce with the home-<country and secure to 
themselves the products needed for their sus- 
tenance.

In ancient as in modern times, mineral or 
vegetable treasures have been the chief promot- 
ers of civilization. Silver attracted the Pheni- 
cians to Spain; tin enticed them and the Cartha- 
genians to the British Islands, and, with marl, 
supported a commerce with Rome which aided 
greatly in the elevation of the Britons. The 
inhabitants of the shores of the North and Bal- 
tic Seas possessed a valuable article of export 
in the amber which the waves cast up on their 
coasts, and which was the means of early spread- 
ing civilization among them. From these ex- 
amples we sce, to use again the words of Prof. 
Peschel, how much we owe to the rare and 
precious products of the animal, vegetable, and 
mineral kingdoms, as the means by which 
human culture was spread, and as baits 
which attracted national migrations; and we 
perceive that the regions which were fortunate 
enough to possess such treasures were the first 
to be drawn into the sphere of higher culture; 
the direction in which civilization has moved hag 
frequently been prescribed by this influence.”

LITERATURE IN EUROPE. 

The Athenenm gives a review of the progress 
of literature in the various States of Europe 
during the year 1876, from which we learn that 
in Belgium there have been many new publica- 
tions of interest in various departments of 
science — belles-lettres. The most of these 
are regafded as contributions to French litera- 
ture, being written in the language of the 
French. The Flemings have shown increasing 
activity in the field of thought, producing note- 
worthy works in fiction, poetry, and history. 
Yet Flemish literature is, in Belgium, far behind 
the French both in variety and extent. 

In Bohemia, despite the political agitations 
which have proved inimical to the prosperity of 
letters, the record shows a hopeful degree of 
encrgy. Several important treatises upon 
science, philosophy, philology, and history, have 
appeared within the twelvemonth, and a num- 
ber of collections of poems and dramas. 
The demand for fiction in this country 
is chiefly supplied by translations, and 
schoolbooks and journals constitute the 
bulk of its native literature. Several plays of 
merit, with volumes of poetry, novels, bi 
phies, and histories, have been produced by 
Danish authors ö the past year. To the 
study of philosophy, Hoffding has contributed 
a treatise on Human Ethics,” and Jul. Lange 
a dissertation On the Value of Works of

The distinguishing feature of French litera- 
ture has been the revival of old works, rather 
than the production of new ones. The same 
peculiarity prevails with regard to engravings; 
and M. Levy, whose house is the art-emporium 
of Paris, has devoted himself almost exclusive- 
ly to the reproduction of e vings of the 
sixteenth, seventeenta, and cighteenth centu- 
ries. MM. Hachette, the principal publishers 
of Paris, have, in the course of 1876, “turned 
over 15,000,000 of francs.’’ This house devotes

ODESSA AND ITS UNIVERSITY. 

The University of Odessa, in Russia, which 
was established in 1865, now has a faculty of 
forty-three professors, a library of 150,000 vol- 
umes, schools of history, law, mathematics, 
science, and physics, and 252 pupils. The Uni- 
versity affords an education similar to that 
given by the universities of Western Europe; 
and the strictness of its matriculation examina- 


tion is such that, in 1873, only twenty applicants 
out of 515 succeeded in gaining admission. 
All the schools of Odessa are under State con- 
trol, and no teacher—not even a private tutor 
or governess—can give lessons before having 
successfully passed an examination. Odessa is 
the third commercial town In the Russian Em- 
pire, and the first port of the Black Sea. It has 
a mixed population of above 120,000 souls. The

ANCIENT BURIAL-GROUND. 

An account of the ancient burial-ground of 
the lake-dwellers, which was discovered at An- 
vernier, on Lake Neuchatel, last winter, is given 
by Prof. Desor in the Bulletin of the Society of 
Natural Sciences at Neuchatel. The burial- 
place was situated at the foot of a hill about 100 
feet from the lake-dweltings, and was covered 
with about seven fect of earth, that had been 
washed down by the rains. It appears to have 
been the tomb of a family or a clan, and to be- 
long to the class ot dolmens called stone- 
cists.” It was built of flat granitic stones, and 
covered with two large flag-stonces of gneiss. It 
therefore furnishes a new link between the lake- 
dwellings and the dolmens. 

From fifteen to twenty bodies had been de- 
posited in the grave, gare a sitting posi- 
tion. The bones were in a bad condition, yet 
the better preserved skulls showed a resem- 
blance to those found in other lake-dwellings, 
and particularly to the skull belonging to the 
Sion group, described in the Croniologie Hel- 
retique.“ This form has been found in the 
stone age and in the bronze age, and through 
both it continues to increase in size, and to de- 
velop a higher and broader forehead. It differs 
from the present Helretic form only in the de- 
gree of its development. 

Stone and bone implement belonging to the 
polished stone age were feund in the grave, and 
also a perforated disc, a ring, and a pin of 
bronze. The presence of both stone and bronze 
impiements established the connection between 
the lake-dwellings of the stone age and those of 
the bronze age. Some bronze implements, with 
an amber head and skull were found near 
grave in a higher level. The discovery of this 
burial-place is important, as it gives fresh evi- 
dence of the unity and continuity of races of 
pre-historic men during the stone and bronze

THE CURLEW’S SENSE OF HEARING. 
A writer in Nature advances the theory that 
the curlew is directed by the sense of hearing 
id its probings in the sand for food. The bird 
has a bill often eight or nine inches long, and 
this it forces into the soil as far as the nostrils, 
and rarely misses securing a worm at each 
thrust. It cannot be supposed that it makes its 
borings at random, else these would be repeated 
many times fruitlessly. Neither can the sense 
of sight assist it, as its victims are imbedded too 
deeply in sand or mud, which is often 
perfectly smooth ‘in the surface. It mus 
therefore, so the writer s ts, be 
solely by hearing. “It is dimeutt,” he con- 
fesses, to believe that this sense is so delicate 
and precise as to enable the curlew to perceive 
so exceedingly slight a sound as that which 
must be by the movement, say, of a 
small worm at a distance of ten or twelve inches 
from the surface of the sand, and at the same 
time to localize the exact spot beneath the 
surface from which so slight a sound proceeds. 
J cannot see, however, that any other ex- 
planation is open, and perhaps the one now of- 
fered may not seem so incredible, if we remem- 
ber the case of the thrush. No one, I think, 
can observe this bird feeding and doubt that it 
finds its worms and grubs almost — 
the sense of hearing. And, if the distance wh 
it runs between successive pauses for listening 
represents—as we cannot but suppose it must— 
the diameter of the circle within which this bird 
is able to hear the movements of a worm, I 
think that the hypothesis I have just advanced 
with regard to the curlew ceases to be improba- 
ble.“

COLORS. 
[Translated from the German of M. Hesse by Loam.) 

As lately I was busily engaged blowing soap- 
bubbles with a clay pipe, for the amusement of 
a little girl, and drawing her attention to the 
beautiful play of colors, it occurred to me, in 
connection with this little cdrcumstance, that 
there might indeed be many older persons who 
are accustomed to regard such effects from the 
same point of view as did this little child. 
Schiller has said, I here is often lofty thought 
in childish play,” and so I will say a few words 
which may attach more interest to this subject. 
It is a well-known fact that all objects are of 
themselves colorless, and that it is only through 
their peculiar relation to the light that colors 
are — to the eye.
